Why I voted for the DWP rate increase 


Dalia — 


This week, the Los Angeles City Council voted 12-2 to give preliminary approval to the first increase in 
water and power base rates in years. 

This was a difficult decision for me, but in the end I knew my yes vote would help the Los Angeles 
Department of Water and Power (LADWP) better serve our communities. We want to see the Department 
function properly, have the resources available to maintain infrastructure, implement new technologies, 
and conserve water and energy. 

Since I took office in July of 2013, constituents have dealt with numerous water main breaks, power 
outages, and system failures. Oftentimes these issues created an inconvenience for local residents as 
crews worked around the clock to make repairs and restore service. I think it is also worth pointing out 
that in addition to this work, the Department has been a partner on several community improvement 
projects, such as installing numerous utility lights to illuminate dark streets and enhance public safety, 
and upgrading underground vaults in Silver Lake to help prevent power outages during the warmer 
months. These are just a few of the ways the department is working for the ratepayers. 

Long term, I want to make sure the increase goes to fix our infrastructure. As it relates to the LADWP, 
governance reform must be the immediate next step. If you have any questions about the rate increase, 
please reach out to the Los Angeles Department of Water and Power at 1-800-DIAL-DWP, and for 
information on financial assistance programs, please see this link .

Dear Friend: 

The San Fernando Valley is a large, diverse and populous place. Our Valley makes up 260 
square miles of Los Angeles County, and one in every five county residents lives in the Valley. 

Hundreds of thousands of those people take public transportation daily to get to around. Riders 
are students, working parents and people from all walks of life. No longer is the Valley a place 
where people only drive to go from place to place -- they walk, bike, ride rail and take the bus 
too. The Metro Orange Line is the most popular Bus Rapid Transit line in North America, and 
the North Hollywood Red Line rail station is the third busiest in our countywide system. 



Yet, the Valley is missing a critical transit component: we lack a brick-and-mortar Metro 
customer service center where riders can conduct business and get information in person. 
Valley customers currently must travel to Union Station, East LA or South and Southeastern 
parts of the county to reach a service center. This just doesn't cut it, especially for working 
families and students who are transit-dependent. 

Metro customer service centers offer a variety of services to riders. You can get timetables, plan 
your trip, provide feedback and purchase TAP cards, which you need in order to take advantage 
of the free two-hour transfers. It's also where you go to submit applications for reduced fare 
TAP cards, like those available to students, seniors and people with disabilities. 

I'm happy to report that, just last week, the Metro Board unanimously adopted the motion I put 
forward with Supervisors Kuehl and Antonovich to study bringing a customer service center to 
the San Fernando Valley. Metro staff will now begin assessing what needs to be done to create 
a conveniently located customer service center in the Valley and then will report on the timeline 
for getting it done. We also instructed Metro to look at using an additional mobile customer 
service center to help riders in different Valley locations. 

It's important for Valley residents to be able to have easy, in-person access to the Metro 
services they need. We are now one step closer to making that happen. I'll keep you updated 
about the progress of the Valley's customer service center in the months ahead.

City's Fiscal Outlook Shows Economic Progress 





LOS ANGELES - The latest report on the city's coffers projects steady growth for LA's 
economy through the 2016-2017 fiscal year. 

This week, city officials reported to the Budget and Finance Committee and the full City Council 
that total revenues for fiscal year 2016-2017 are projected to be $5,391 billion, $150.3 million 
more than the Controller's estimates for the current year. Sales tax revenues are estimated to 
increase 24.9 percent over the prior year. This is good news for city residents and budget- 
watchers. With next year's budget process on the horizon, Councilmember Krekorian will 
continue to assess the city's financial state as he considers budget priorities for the year ahead. 


City Council Approves DWP Rate Proposal: 
'An Investment in the Future' 


LOS ANGELES - This week, the City 
Council voted to approve LADWP's 
proposal to modestly increase utility rates 
in order to invest in the future of LA's water 
and energy infrastructure. 

After months of community hearings, 
informational meetings and more than 80 
presentations across Los Angeles, the 
DWP recommended a five-year rate- 
change plan for residential customers who 
will see, on average, a three percent 
annual increase to their monthly bills. The 
plan won support from the DWP 
Commission, the Ratepayer Advocate, 

Mayor Eric Garcetti and numerous 
business and stakeholder groups. 

The plan will put more than $1 billion 
toward replacing a badly aging water 
system and improve LA's power grid. The 
plan will also increase system reliability, 
create jobs, protect LA from drought, help 
the city meet its clean energy goals, 
improve customer service and boost 
programs that save ratepayers' money on 
their bills. 

Valley residents received a dramatic wake 
up call on the need for infrastructure 
investment seven years ago when the 
intersection of Coldwater Canyon Avenue 
and Ventura Boulevard exploded. A 62- 
inch water main, which was one of the 
city's main sources of drinking water, blew up, flooding the intersection and destroying nearby 
homes and businesses. 

The water main behind the chaos was a 100-year-old pipeline originally laid in 1914 by William 
Mullholand, the father of LA's water supply infrastructure. Councilmember Krekorian, whose 
district was devastated by the event, expressed his support for the rate proposal: 

"Anybody who thinks this utility can continue to function, and serve our ratepayers and the 
business community without investing heavily in its power and water infrastructure is living in a 
fantasy world," said Krekorian. "We would be doing a disservice to our community if we don't 
allow this utility to start investing in the things that we know we must invest in right now. This is 
a necessary investment that will benefit our communities today and in the future."
